Renowned Statesman Pre- 
dicts Own Death Before 
End of Present Year; 
Prepares Grave. 


Paris, October 21.—(Monday)— 
(United News.)—Georges Clemenceau, 
the “Tiger of France,” was near death 
early today and physicians fought to 
keep him alive with injections of 
oxygen. 

The wartime premier suffered a 
sudden. stroke at 9 o'clock Sunday 
night, an hour after he had retired 
in his flat at 8 Rue Franklin, high 
up on one of the Paris hills. 

Dr. Charles Laubry, heart special- 
ist who attended Marshal Foch before 
he died, was summoned and found 
the 88-year-old statesman on the verge 
of death. 

Oxygen Administered. 

In a space of two hours he ad- 
ministered five injections of oxygen, 
while the ‘‘Tiger” struggled for breath 
and his eyes rolled in pain. . 

Dr. Laubry informed a United News 


“It's a heart attack, therefore most 
critical. Its impossible to pre- 
nounce the outcome, At the moment 
he is resting easier, after the oxyzen 
injections, although his heart at his 
extreme age cannot. stand suc! a 
strain for long.” 


Has Predicted Death. 


Irony, which always played a great 
rt in Clemenceau’s life, did not de- 
sert him when he approached death, 
He seemed happy at the first escape 
from the heart attack, although on his 
SSth birthday, September 25, he told 
a friend he expected to die within a 
year.

BY THE DIAL TWISTER. 

A search through the files of the 
United States marine corps headquar- 
ters in Washington has developed the 
interesting coincidence that the genesis 
of the electric-like marches of John 
Philip Sousa and the use of electric 
energy to light the world was almost 
simultaneous—making especially ap- 
propriate the current series of radio 
concerts arranged for the General Mo- 
tors family parties by Sousa’s band. 

Edison invented the incandescent 
light in 1878 and Brush the are light 
in 1879. Sousa, whose band plays 
its third concert of the fall General 
Motors series at 8:30 o'clock this eve- 
ning, with Oldsmobile as host, became 
leader of the U. S.. marine band in 
1880. A photograph made at Cape 
May, N. J., in August, 1882, shows 
Sousa and the marine band beneath 
one of the first electric arcs ever 
used to light a bandstand. The pic- 
| ture was discovered in the marine 
‘corps files by a General Motors repre- 


.Sousa’s service with the famous gov- 
ernment band, of which his father 
also was leader. 

Most of the music in the program 
of this Oldsmobile and Viking concert 
was composed during the 50 years 
this month as the semi- 
centennial of light. All of it has the 
stirring, electric quality Sousa him- 
self brought to the work of composing 
marches. There are to be three of the 
most famous Sousa marches, in addi- 
tion to “The Stars and Stripes For- 
ever,” which will open and close the 
concert.

MILL WORKERS’ TRIAL 


IN JURY'S HANDS TODAY 


Only Judge’s Charge Re- 
mains Before Considera- 
tion of Evidence. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 20.—(#)— 
Adjourned over the week-end while 
Judge M. V. Barnhill prepared his 
charge to the jury, Mecklenburg su- 
perior court will reconvene tomorrow 
with only his charge to be delivered 
before the jury in the trial of seven 
textile union members on charges of 
second-degree murder in connection 
with the slaying of OG. F. Aderholt, 
Gastonia chief of police, will take the 
case, 

Judge Barnhill completed dictation 
of his charge yesterday. He _ esti- 
mated it would take about two hours 
to read it to the jury. He revealed 
that, among other things, it would 
tell the jury it had the right to find 
the men guilty of second-degree mur- 
der, manslaughter or not guilty. 

In addition the defendants face two 
separate charges of felonious assault 
as a result of the wounding of two 
officers who accompanied Aderholt to 
the Loray mill tent colony, at Gas- 
tonia the night of June 7 when the 
police chief was wounded fatally. The 
officers had gone to the tent colony, 
maintained by the National Textile 
Workers’ Union for strikers, to in- 
vestigate reports of disorders there. A 
clash followed refusals of strikers to 
admit the officers to the grounds. 

While Judge Barnhill’s court was 
idle yesterday following completion of 
attorneys’ arguments Friday, verdicts 
of not guilty were returned in Cabar- 
rus superior court, trying four Gas- 
tonia men on charges of assault grow- 
ing out of the alleged flogging of Ben 
Wells, union organizer. 

Seven men were held on kidnaping 
and assault charges for grand jury 
action after self-styled anti-communist 
mobs had paraded through Gaston, 
Mecklenburg and Cabarrus counties 
the night of September 9. One section 
of the mob was alleged to have flog- 
ged Wells. 

The anti-communist outburst fol- 
lowed a mistrial in the first attempt 
here to try sixteen labor organizers 
and union members on charges of 
first-degree murder in connection with 
Aderholt’s death. Sudden insanity of 
a juror caused the mistrial to be de- 
clared. The charge was reduced to 
second-degree murder and the cases 
against nine of the defendants nol- 
prossed when the present trial was 
begun. 

The Cabarrus grand jury returned 
true bills against only four of the 
seven held for it on kidnaping charges 
and reduced the charges to conspiracy 
to assault, and assault. 

Although cleared of assault charges 
by a Cabarrus jury, the seven men 
may yet be called before a (Gaston 
county grand jury. Judge Thomas J. 
Shaw, at a preliminary heaing held 
for them, bound them over to both 
courts. 

Those acquitted yesterday were A. 
G. Moorehead, Carl Holloway, Dewey 
Carver and Horace Lane. 

The seven men charged with re-| 
sponsibility for Aderholt’s death are 
Fred Beal, Clarence Miller, K. Y. 
Hendricks, William MeGinnis, Louis 
MeLaughlin, Joseph Harrison and 


George Carter, all union leaders or 
strikers.

Washington, October 20.—(4)—Tax 
receipts from tobacco manufacturers 
in the United States increased $31,- 
463,691 to $541,447,987 during the 
first nine months of this year as com- 
pared with the same period of 1928. 

Of this aggregate, figures made pub- 
lie today by the bureau of internal 
revenue show cigarette manufacturers 
contributed $271,671.338, an increase 
of more than $50,000,000, during the 
nine-month period.
